“It was so dry back there,” said Ed Ecker, 
a Montauk Fire Department spokesman. “It 
was just a matter of some logs and some de- 
bris that was still smoldering.” 

Ecker said the blaze was the biggest local 
brush fire in years. One firefighter was treat- 
ed for heat exhaustion at the scene. 

He noted that firefighters used drones and 
a private aircraft to monitor the situation 
from the air due to the inaccessibility of the 
area on the north side of Montauk Highway, 
west of Hither Hills State Park and at the 
easternmost boundary of Napeague Harbor. 

East Hampton Town Police detectives are 
investigating the cause of the fire, which has 
yet to be determined, Ecker said.

East Hampton Cryptocurrency Firm 


Founder Convicted of Fraud

cryptocurrency company founder from East 

Hampton was convicted of conning inves- 
tors out of more than $6 million and using the 
money to buy jewelry, antiques and artwork for 
four years. 

A jury found My Big Coin founder Randall Cra- 
ter guilty at Boston federal court on July 21 of wire 
fraud, unlawful monetary transactions and oper- 
ating an unlicensed money transmitting business. 

“Mr. Crater saw the burgeoning popularity of 
crypto as a chance to get rich quick through an 
unscrupulous fraud scheme cloaked by flashy 
marketing tactics and outright lies,” said Rachael 
Rollins, the U.S. Attorney for Massachusetts. 


Prosecutors said the 51-year-old man misrep- 
resented in advertisements the nature and value 
of the Las Vegas-based company’s coins, falsely 
claiming that the company provided fully func- 
tioning cryptocurrency backed by $300 million in 
gold, oil and other valuable assets between 2014 
and 2017. 

He falsely told investors that My Big Coin funds 
could readily be exchanged for government- 
backed paper currency or other virtual currencies, 
authorities said. The Commodity Futures Trading 
Commission also filed civil charges against My 
Big Coin CEO John Roche and two of Crater’s as- 
sociates, Mark Gillespie and Michael Kruger. 

Crater faces up to 20 years in prison when he is 
scheduled to be sentenced on October 27. 


Montauk Man Drowns in Rough Surf at

Three 
nearby surfers pulled Kitburi, who was uncon- 
scious, to shore. Jensen and Turner managed to 
swim back to shore, where they collapsed. 

Kitburi was taken to Stony Brook Southampton 
Hospital, where he was pronounced dead. Jensen 
was taken to the same hospital for evaluation and 
Turner of Montauk was evaluated at the scene.

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Congressman and Governor Candidate 
Lee Zeldin Attacked, Nearly Stabbed 
During Upstate Stump Speech

U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), the GOP 
nominee for New York State governor and con- 
gressman for the East End, was nearly stabbed 
by a would-be attacker who ran up and con- 
fronted him during a campaign stop in Roches- 
ter on July 21. 

The knife-wielding suspect confronted Zeld- 
in as he addressed a crowd at a VFW event in 
the town of Fairport. The man jumped onto 
the stage where Zeldin was speaking and be- 
gan yelling at him, witnesses told WROC. 
The suspect was subsequently wrestled to 
the ground by rally attendees and taken into 
custody. 

“Someone tried to stab me on stage during 
this evening’s rally, but fortunately, I was able to 
grab his wrist and stop him for a few moments 
before others tackled him,” Zeldin wrote on 
Twitter. “Grateful for the attendees who stepped 
up quickly to assist and the law enforcement of- 
ficers who quickly responded.” 

The congressman said the attacker told him, 
“you're done.” 

Video of the incident, which showed what 

happened from start to finish, quickly made the 
rounds on Twitter. 


The Zeldin campaign issued a statement not- 
ing that the congressman was uninjured in 
the attack. After the suspect was taken away, 
Zeldin resumed his stump speech, WROC 
reported. 

“Far more must be done to make New York 
safe again. This is very much getting out of hand 
in this state,” Zeldin campaign spokesperson 
Katie Vincentz said. “Unfortunately, Congress- 
man Zeldin is just the latest New Yorker whose 
life has been affected by the out of control crime 
and violence in New York. This needs to stop! 
Thankfully, we still have exceptional men and 
women in law enforcement answering the call 
to protect our streets.” 

Democratic Gov. Kathy Hochul, whom Zeldin 
is challenging in the November general election, 
quickly condemned the incident and expressed 
relief that Zeldin was uninjured. 

“My team has informed me about the inci- 
dent at Lee Zeldin’s campaign event tonight,” 
Hochul said in a tweet on her campaign Twitter 
account. “Relieved to hear that Congressman 
Zeldin was not injured and that the suspect is 
in custody. I condemn this violent behavior in 
the strongest terms possible — it has no place 
in New York.” 


The alleged attacker, 43-year-old David

Jakubonis, was charged in Rochester fed- 
eral court with a felony count of assaulting a 


member of Congress. He faces up to 10 years 


in prison, if convicted. The suspect was previ- 
ously released without bail after being charged 
with second-degree attempted assault in state 
court. 

Jakubonis, who is an Iraq War veteran like 
Zeldin, told investigators that he was drinking 
whiskey before walking on stage to ask Zeldin 
if he was disrespecting veterans. The suspect 
“did not know who the speaker was or that the 
speaker was a political person,” according to 
court documents. 

The weapon used in the alleged assault ap- 
peared to be a cat-shaped keychain with two 
pointy ears.

Long Island Pine Barrens Identifies More Land to Preserve 
With ‘The Best of the Rest’

campaign to preserve more land in the Long 
sland Pine Barrens is underway. 

On July 26, the Long Island Pine Barrens Society 
announced “The Best of the Rest” drive to acquire 
the next 3,800 acres of “vital lands” in the Towns of 
Southampton, Riverhead and Brookhaven, that has 
not yet been permanently preserved. 

“To use a sports analogy, we are kind of at the 
10-yard line,” says John Turner, one of the society's 
founders and board members who coined the cam- 
paign name. If the lands identified are acquired, 
“we think we'll be able to punch it into the end zone 
in our efforts, and preserving land in the pine bar- 
- rens will be pretty much complete.” 

Already, the society has successfully preserved 
106,460 acres. 

The society laid out 22 projects and has its eye 
on parcels along the Peconic and the Carmans Riv- 
ers, 3 acres adjacent to Sears-Bellows Park and the 
Shoreham Forest. On the eastern reaches of the 


Pine Barrens there are eight properties that total 
about 100 acres, Turner says. 

The society is also looking at properties totaling 
5 to 10 acres “to do in-filling” along the Pine Bar- 
rens Trail, “one of the recreational hallmarks of our 
efforts to preserve the Pine Barrens,” Turner says. 

“The neat thing on Long Island with 2.6 million 
Long Islanders is that you can hike from Rocky 
Point to all the way to Hampton Bays — you never 
leave public parkland. The Pine Barrens Trail is a 
significant part of that so we want to see some ad- 
ditional acquisitions in that area.” 

Property surrounding EPCAL is also in sight. 
“Our hope is that a very significant part of EPCAL 
will be preserved,” he says. 

The Long Island Pine Barrens Society’s mission 
is to combat overdevelopment, which ensures pro- 
tected habitat and clean drinking water for Long 
Island residents. 

“The Long Island Pine Barrens Society has been 
the faithful protector of Long Island’s most sig- 
nificant environmental resource, the Central Pine 


Barrens,” Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr. said in 
a statement. “Through the efforts of the society, 
more than 100,000 acres of land were given special 
protection by the 1993 Pine Barrens Protection Act. 
With the announcement of this new initiative, I am 
deeply: grateful that the work and mission of the so- 
ciety will take another next step to fulfill the intent 
of the Pine Barrens Act. Generations to come will be 
the beneficiaries.” 

Assemblyman Steve Englebright supports the 
initiative, as well. “There is still much to be done 
to permanently protect environmentally sensitive 
areas that are contiguous to preserved parcels. The 
3,800 acres proposed for preservation will finish 
the job of protecting these lands, essential habitat 
and Long Island’s drinking water.” 

“The support from concerned Long Islanders has 
been terrific,” said Executive Director Richard Am- 
per. “It is critical that we expand what we have pro- 
tected so that we maintain high-quality drinking 
water, and local flora and fauna continue to flour- 
ish,” Amper said. 
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Saving Houses

He the street from where I live in East Hamp- 
ton, bulldozers are preparing a site upon which 
they will be erecting a 50-unit low-cost housing com- 
plex. There is an urgent need for low-cost housing. 
And both the summer people and the locals need it: 
the locals because they hope to restore the fabric of 
a small-town community overwhelmed by high real 
estate prices, and the summer people because, with 
locals leaving, there is a sharp shortage of workers. 
Fifty affordable units, which will cost several mil- 
lion, is just a drop in the bucket. What is needed is 
several thousand units. And Id like to propose a solu- 
tion that will satisfy the needs of both the summer 
people and locals, while not costing our struggling 
town budgets a penny. 

The fact is that the small dwellings needed for low 
cost housing are already here. There are, if you take 
an inventory, probably more than twenty thousand 
of them. They are scattered throughout our commu- 
nity. And the way things stand now, there are fewer 
and fewer as the wealthy summer people buy them 
up, tear them down and build giant mansions on the 
cleared properties. 

Why not make use of these small homes? It’s not 
necessary to tear them down.:It’s only necessary to 
have them not be located on these treasured sites. 
Reuse them. Haul them off to vacant land set aside 
elsewhere ahead of time for affordable housing. 

There are many reasons why this will work. 

First of all, there is a long tradition of moving 
homes from here to there since the founding of the 
East End in the 1600s. It’s a thriving business. In 
recent years, many homes have been moved 
by Dawn House Movers. They move a 
home when it is either too close to the 
ocean, has historic value, or a family is 
so attached to it that they want to take 
it with them when they move. I know a 
farm family that did that. To move them, 
the homes are jacked up onto railroad ties 
atop steel platforms on wheels. A big truck 
hauls them off. There are times, especially in the off- 
season, when you can see the movers creeping them 
down the highway at about a mile an hour to their 
new sites. 

It’s probably cheaper to tear down a small home 
than it is to move it elsewhere. But building new low- 
cost housing complexes in large numbers is a-tough 
sell and will take years and years to accomplish. Yet 
here are all these homes, a huge inventory of them, 
still full of memories and dreams of those who lived 
in them, ready to go. 

If you look at our community from the air, you'll see 


we are still a rural area with huge amounts of open 
fields and woods available to receive these homes. 
Place them in an orderly landscaped setting with new 
roads and sidewalks leading to them. They would, al- 
most overnight, become new neighborhoods. 
Who would pay for this? I think the towns 
should pass a new law. If a buyer wants an 
existing small home on his newly pur- 
chased property to be gone, he should as- 
sume the responsibility of paying to have 
it moved and resettled. Since real estate 
transactions these days are in the millions 
of dollars, even tens or hundreds of millions, I 
think this would be a small unnoticed additional 
cost for buyers if passed into law. Currently, and for 
more than 20 years, buyers have been paying the 
towns a 2.25% tax on all real estate transactions over 
$400,000. More than a billion dollars has been raised 
during this time this way, the money used to acquire 
and preserve open space and farmland. A current pro- 
posal would add another .25% to this tax, (it will be 
voted upon in November) for use for affordable hous- 
ing. Vote it through and use the money to buy the sites 
to receive the homes. Then don’t build apartments 
or motel-type: units. Such projects are not in keep- 
ing with this community. Instead, move these small 


homes to quarter-acre lots. Name the new communi- 
ties Hampton Town or Hamptonville or Down Home 
Hampton. 

I can’t think of anything more important to this 
community than to see local one-family homes hav- 
ing a new use for affordable housing in a new resi- 
dential setting. And I think a buyer, deep down, will 
applaud giving a small home a new use, rather than 
just watch a wrecking ball he or she orders come in 
and destroy it. Appropriately, I think, a former owner 
of one of these small homes should have a day set 
aside where a buyer could visit it to see it in its new 
use. Name a date a year hence. Visitation for an hour 
or two. 

I also think that when a buyer wants a giant man- 
sion (of no historic value) torn down to make way for 
an even larger mansion, then the teardown should 
proceed. Instead, have the buyer pay into a fund an 
amount equal to the cost of moving a smaller home 
had it been there. Then use that funding to build such 
an affordable home at the new location. Perhaps cap 
those eligible for a move at three bedrooms and two- 
and-a-half baths. 

Thus ‘we will save our local communities, satisfy 
those who can’t afford to live here at current prices 
and solve the need for workers for the summer people.

They rolled up the sleeves of their 
wetsuits to volunteer making this plan 
without extra pay. The upper levels 
of our executive branch, the supervi- 
sors and lieutenants who are paid 
more, set everything aside for 
two days to help make this 
happen. I salute them all. 

Next, I would like to 
thank the four butcher 
shops in the Hamptons 
who without hesitation are 
now using half of their steaks 
and chops for their clients and the 
other half for our emergency program. 
They are Frank’s Butcherino in Mon- 
tauk, Jerry Morgan Butcher in East 
Hampton, Alice Meatworth in South- 
ampton and the Butcher Shop in the 
Hamptons in East Quogue west of the 
canal. These shops have been told of 
this plan and are patiently doing with- 
out their full allotment, which results 
in fewer meat dishes during this time 
for their clients. 

Next I would like to thank our town- 
ship helicopter pilots, who are now 
getting to work at 5 a.m. to load up and 
fly the meat over the ocean offshore so 
experts can rappel down ropes and 
drop the meat to the sharks. They are 
on a reverse schedule as the bathers,

our highway department who, without 
extra pay, visit the butcher shops at 5 
a.m. to receive the meat and take it to 
the East Hampton Airport, where they 
transfer it to the choppers.

Having finished with the thank 
yous, I would like now to mention the 
no thank yous. Refusing us any help 
were the governments of Block Island, 
Martha’s Vineyard, and Nantucket, 
to whom we offered our sharks from 
the megayachts dragging the meat, 
to make it their problem. Their deci- 
sion not to help us earns each of these 
islands a “boo” from me and my staff. 
And so we’ve had to solve our shark 
problem with this more complex half- 
a-loaf back-and-forth solution. 

However, I do understand why they 
didn’t want to do this. So be it. We will 
get them back sometime. 

Finally, I would like to invite every 
one of us here in the Hamptons to join 
with me at noon this coming Saturday 
for one minute of respectful silence. 
This way, we can best honor and re- 
member Horace McGann, one of our 
best butchers, who, after being told 
of his role in all this, misunderstood 
and took half his allotment of raw 
meat down to the beach at Ponquogue, 
waded into the water and then threw 
the meat out at the sharks who were 
waiting there for him to do that. 

McGann was not a local man. A resi- 
dent of Bohemia, Long Island, he com- 
muted every day in the “trade parade” 
line of construction vehicles to his 
Cuts by McGann shop in Speonk and 
was a well-respected husband, father 
and grandfather to a lot of people. May 
he rest in peace.

Shark Week Has Extra Bite for Long 
Islanders Fearing More Attacks

wimmers beating the heat on the East End 

might be considering the pool instead of the 
ocean these days after a spate of shark attacks and 
sightings, including a dead great white washing up 
on a beach right here in Quogue, have captured 
headlines and the community’s collective imagina- 
tion this summer. 

Sharks have been known to cause irrational panic 
over the years, but in this case, there is at least some 
cause for alarm. Add the Discovery Channel’s an- 
nual “Shark Week” blitz of terrifying footage hitting 
televisions and social media this week, from July 
24-30, and a perfect storm of fear is now casting 
an ominous thundercloud over many beachgoers’ 
usual carefree fun in the South Fork sun. 

On a positive note, none of the victims have suf- 
fered serious injury or death, and this increased 
prevalence of shark attacks and sightings offers evi- 
dence that conservation efforts and better steward- 
ship of our oceans are working to bring these mag- 
nificent creatures back after years of overfishing. 


THE ATTACKS 

Six shark attacks were reported in Long Island 
waters over three weeks this summer. 

July alone saw five attacks, all on Fire Island. A 
lifeguard was bitten on the hand and chest during 
a training exercise at Smith Point Beach in Shirley 
on July 3. An Ocean Beach Village lifeguard was bit 
on his foot on July 7, also during a training exercise, 
and a Smith Point surfer who was bitten on his calf 
on July 13. A tourist from landlocked Arizona was 
bitten on his butt and wrist in waist-deep water on 
July 13 at Seaview Beach. And, most recently, a teen 


surfer was bitten at-Kismet Beach on July 20, just 
hours after the Quogue great white made national 
news approximately 30 miles to the east. 

The first possible attack of summer occurred 
on June 30 when a man received a wound on his 
leg, presumably from a shark, at Jones Beach in 
Wantagh. 

And people continue to report shark dulttngs on 
beaches across Long Island. 


A GREAT WHITE IN QUOGUE 


This scary shark narrative was dumped directly : 


onto the Hamptons’ sandy doorstep when Quogue 
Village police responded to what was clearly iden- 
tifiable as a juvenile great white, of Jaws fame, on 
the beach between 80 and 90 Dune Road in Quogue 
last Wednesday morning, July 20. Officers managed 
to photograph the shark carcass, which was report- 
edly 7—8 feet long, before it washed back out to sea, 
and those images have now injected the world’s 
most feared marine predator into the broader con- 
versation throughout Long Island. 

“We have been in contact with the South Fork 
Natural History Museum Shark Research and Edu- 
cation Program, who are attempting to monitor the 
situation along with our law enforcement partners,” 
Lieutenant Daniel Hartman of the Quogue Village 
Police Department said in a press release last week. 
“At this time, we are cautioning swimmers and 
boaters in the area to be aware of this ongoing situa- 
tion, and to keep distance to allow law enforcement 
to monitor this event,” Hartman added. 

Great white sharks, which can reach lengths ex- 
ceeding 20 feet and weigh in at more than 5,000 
pounds, are not uncommon in South Fork waters. 
In 2016, a great white shark nursery, or birthing 


area, was discovered off Montauk when OCEARCH, 
a marine science and conservation organization, 
tagged nine pups there. 

And, of course, world-renowned shark hunter 


Frank Mundus (often credited as the inspiration 


for Quint in Jaws) famously caught an unbelievably 
huge great white weighing 3,427 pounds off Mon- 
tauk in 1986. A replica of it still hangs at the Star 
Island Yacht Club docks in Montauk, and the mas- 
sive head of another Mundus great white conquest, 
weighing in at 4,500 pounds (when it had a body) 
hangs at Salivar’s on The End. These are the sharks 
that Quint warned “will swallow you whole” in East 
Hampton director Steven Spielberg's Oscar-win- 
ning, 1975 classic that still inspires grown adults to 
think twice before stepping into the surf. Many also 
attribute Jaws with the increased killing of sharks 
out of fear following the film’s release. 

None of this summer’s attacks were said to be 
from a great white, but the Quogue shark isn’t the 


only of its species to be spotted. 


SHARKS SEEN FROM ABOVE 

Local videographer and drone pilot Tim Regan, 
known on Instagram and YouTube as South Fork 
Salt, captured footage last Wednesday of a young, 
very much alive great white feeding on menhaden — 
baitfish (known colloquially as bunker) that travel 
in schools of thousands — just 200 yards off Mecox 
Beach in Bridgehampton. “I could see that shark 
fin and I saw the forked tail, and I said, ‘Oh man, 
this is a great white,” Regan says, adding that it was 
the first great white he’d ever documented with his 
drone, which he has used to film all kinds of ma- 
rine creatures, including whales, rays and dozens of 
other sharks, anywhere from 50 to 200 yards out 
from area beaches. 

‘Last summer, many were shocked to learn so 


- many sharks were swimming near the Hamptons’ 


public beaches after Dan’s shared one of Regan’s 
videos showing a group of sharks feeding on bunker 
offshore in Bridgehampton. 

-Regan says he’s also filmed several tremendous 
bluefin tuna this summer, which can look like sharks 
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to those who aren't familiar with the hallmarks of 
each species. “It’s been pretty crazy how much I’m 
‘seeing them and how close they are to the beach. It’s 
not like a surfcaster can reach the ones I’m seeing, 
but it’s nuts,” he adds, pointing out, “When I saw the 
white shark it was feeding along with these bluefin 
tuna ... You can kind of get an idea that the tuna are 
way bigger than the shark. I think the biggest one I 
was estimating was twice as big as that shark — it’s 
pretty crazy, it’s a huge fish.” 

He explains that the white shark in his footage 
is a juvenile, positively identified by an expert. “If 
you watch it in 4K (resolution), you can see a fish 
hanging out from both sides of its mouth, so that’s 
probably like a foot-long bunker, which means the 
shark isn’t very long either,” Regan says, noting that 
the great white was likely less than 8 feet long, while 
the bluefin tuna were much larger. Both species are 
hard to find, so Regan, who does not claim to be 
an expert, says it’s hard to say whether or not his 
footage means more great whites are out there this 
year. “It’s very possible there are a lot out there and 
they’re just very elusive creatures,” he says, adding 
later, “It would make sense that, as apex predators 
they live in the murk and use it to their advantage.” 


GOVERNMENT RESPONSE 

Following the shark attacks, Gov. Kathy Hochul 
directed state agencies to heighten shark surveil- 
lance over the ocean at Long Island state parks, 
including Hither Hills in Montauk, which will get 
its first drone on duty, while Jones Beach gets two 
more drones, and Robert Moses on Fire Isand gets 
a second. Additional lifeguards were also added at 
each field to keep an eye out for marine wildlife. 
When a shark is spotted, red flags will go up on the 
beach, indicating that swimming is prohibited for at 
least an hour under New York State guidelines while 
drones, helicopters, and boats are deployed to scan 
the area. 

The state is working to build public awareness 
about shark safety information, such as avoiding 
areas with seals, baitfish or people fishing; staying 
out of murky water; not swimming at dawn, dusk or 
at night when sharks feed; and remaining in water 
where your feet can touch the sand. This and other

information (like how to distinguish shark fins from 
dolphins and sunfish) is available at dec.ny.gov. 

“As New Yorkers and visitors alike head to our 
beautiful Long Island beaches to enjoy the summer, 
our top priority is their safety,’ Hochul said. “We 
are taking action to expand patrols for sharks and 
protect beachgoers from potentially dangerous situ- 
ations. I encourage all New Yorkers to listen to local 
authorities and take precautions to help ensure safe 
and responsible beach trips this summer.” 

Suffolk County is also increasing vigilance in the 
face of the shark problem, adding shark patrols on 
wave runners, paddleboards and drones with infra- 
red technology along its South Shore, according to 
Suffolk County Executive Steve Bellone who spoke 
on Fox News Friday morning. 

“This is really unprecedented,” Bellone said

on the television program. “There have been a lot 
of theories about what is causing it — people talk 
about water quality improving, climate change 
— but our lifeguards anecdotally have reported 
that they’ve seen a huge increase in the amount of 
bunker fish, and sharks are obviously attracted to 
that food source.” Bellone said attendance is still 
strong at local beaches and with “the best trained 
lifeguards anywhere” and these increased patrols, 
“people should feel safe.” 


THE TRUTH ABOUT SHARKS 

Experts say sharks typically do not attack humans 
without provocation, and when they do, it’s usually 
caused by mistaken identity or fear. According to 
the Save Our Seas Foundation, most deadly attacks 
come down to a handful of species and occur when 
the shark mistakes a human for prey, like a seal, or 
when a person is in areas with low visibility or in 
the midst of a school of fish where sharks are feed- 
ing. Sharks do not feed on people, explains Save Our 
Seas Foundation project leader Dr. Alison Kock on 
saveourseas.com. But Dr. Kock says some sharks 
will bite out of curiosity or to “taste test” what’s in 
front of them. Unfortunately, even if a shark lets go 
once they understand they are biting something 
they don’t want to eat, the damage has already been 
done. And, in the case of large sharks, that damage 
and the resulting blood loss could be deadly. 

There were just 47 unprovoked shark attacks in 
the U.S. reported in 2021, according to the Florida 
Museum of Natural History’s International Shark 
Attack File. Only one was fatal and none of the 
attacks were in New York State. This summer is a 
marked increase when compared to zero, but the 
numbers must be kept in perspective. 

Fears may be stoked and swimmers may have to 
be more careful as shark populations rebound, but 
the benefits to the ocean and its ecosystem far out- 
weigh any inconvenience during a Hamptons sum- 
mer vacation. It’s imperative that attitudes do not 
begin to backslide and protections remain in place 
so sharks and other wildlife can continue to prolif- 
erate and balance the food chain.

The Rose Hill Compound sits directly on Hay- 
ground Cove in Water Mill, just off Mecox Bay, 
and is comprised of a classic Hamptons residence, 
a guest house, a pool house, a grandfathered boat 
house, a private dock and much more. 

“This is truly a one-of-a-kind opportunity,” says 
Joseph De Sane, the managing director at Bespoke, 
which has the exclusive listing. “It’s rare to find 
nearly 13 acres, comprising five single and separate 
lots, five existing structures, tennis and a boathouse 
set on 730 feet of direct water frontage on Hay- 
ground Cove. The property is loaded with specimen 
trees and can*never again be cleared down to the 


water as it currently is. Ina luxury market with such _ 


a high demand for pinnacle properties, this particu- 
lar offering is replete with opportunity.” 

The Wall Street Journal reported the sellers are 
Roger Hertog, a founding member and president of 
the investment firm Sanford C. Bernstein & Co., and 
his wife, Susan Hertog. 

The 12.75-acre estate is located on the quiet south- 
of-the-highway Rose Hill Road (hence the name), 
just east of the Water Mill center, not far from the 
four properties that traded at the end of 2021 for a 
combined $118.5 million. It is 3.3 miles to Flying 
Point Beach and 3.9 miles to Mecox Beach.

four of the five parcels in October of 1994 from de- 
signer Adrienne Vittadini and her partner and hus- 
band Gianluigi Vittadini. The Hertogs purchased 
the property with the main home, which was built 
in 1994, for $5,669,610. 
They built the guest home in 1997 on land they 
had purchased for $600,000. The two other 
smaller parcels were bought for $300,000 
and $325,000. 

Then in 1998, the couple bought the 
4:3-acre vacant property for $3.28 
million.

discusses the surprising meaning behind this week’s 
cover art, her love of the North Fork and more. — 


What inspired you to paint “Sunrise, Sunset, 
Sunflower?” 

I was moved to. create this painting to honor the 
people of Ukraine. I tried to represent their strong 
character and courage in the image of the sunflower. It 
is their national flower and has unique survival skills. 
The flower head changes direction from east to west 
and back again, tracking the sun over 24 hours. This 
incredible adaptation allows them to thrive and repro- 
duce, benefiting the bees, as well. Humans need each 
other much in the same way. 


What did the creation process for this paint- 
ing entail? 

My process for creating landscapes is to find a place 
that inspires me and revisit there during different times 
of day and in various conditions. I take in everything: 
light, shadows, colors, wind and weather. I usually 
bring my easel, paints and canvas, and work right there. 
Reference photos are helpful, but it is also important 
to have good recollection skills and sensory memory. 
There a so many stunning flower fields right near my 
house in Mattituck, and this painting is the one I visited

on Oregon Road. I want the viewer to feel they can walk 
right into the painting and feel like they are there. 


What’s your favorite aspect of the North Fork 
in the summer? 

My favorite aspect of the North Fork is the quiet 
calm of summer mornings. I also seek out the shadows 
at sundown. There is a stillness to both of these times 
that is fleeting. The morning air is fresh with anticipa- 
tion, and sundown is quiet with exhaustion after a day's 
work.

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From Massive to Intimate: 


‘Ragtime’ Musical Is Coming to Bay Street Theater

Ree sun is setting on Bay Street Theater’s summer 
2022 MainStage Season, but it’s going out with 


a bang. For their final show of the summer, the Bay ~ - 


Street team is producing their largest production to 
date: the famously massive musical Ragtime. 

The show — which features music by Stephen Fla- 
herty, lyrics by Lynn Ahrens and book by Terrance 
MeNally — officially opened on Broadway in 1998 
(after its 1996 world premiere in Toronto and 1997 
U.S. premiere in Los Angeles) and featured a huge 
company, grand spectacle and impressive stage at 
the Ford Center for the Performing Arts. It won four 
Tony Awards out of the 13 it was nominated for, as 
well as five Drama Desk Awards. It was a hit with 
audiences, as well, though Will Pomerantz, director 
of the upcoming, more.intimate Bay Street produc- 
tion, admits he didn’t connect with it right away. 

“I was impressed, but I didn’t find myself re- 
ally drawn into the stories. It was partly the scale, 
partly the architecture of the theater and party the 
approach, which I.think was really clearly meant 
to be this giant almost pageant of a production,” 
Pomerantz says, adding that with each progres- 
sively smaller production he saw, he liked the show 
more. “I saw the more recent Broadway revival, 
which I thought was more successful because it was 
scaled down. ... Then I actually saw an even smaller 
production at, believe it or not, my daughter’s per- 
forming arts summer camp. It was done by teenag- 
ers, and they had about $15 to spend on it, and I was 
very moved by it. ... I was like, ‘This is incredible 
material, actually, now that it’s really stripped down 
and I can see it in its essence.’ It was very revelatory, 
and after that, that’s when I went to Scott Schwartz 
and said, ‘We should really consider doing this show 

Now having witnessed the true heart of Ragtime 
in scaled-down productions, Pomerantz believes it 
to be “one of the best musicals in the last 50 years 

.. a masterpiece.” While believing that a famously 
large-scale musical is better when scaled down may 
seem like a hot take, one of the show’s creators, lyri- 
cist Lynn Ahrens, actually agrees. 

“What we've learned over the years is that, in a 
way, smaller productions are more impactful than 
the large ones,” Ahrens says. “When we first did 
the show on Broadway, it was huge — the sets were 
huge, everything was gigantic. And you couldn’t re- 
ally focus on the impact of the stories themselves on 
each of those characters’ lives. Your eyes were sort of 
all over the place, and you were so immersed in the 
glory of this huge physical production. It was stun- 
ning in its way, but when you get a small, compact, 
focused production ... you really feel the power of 
the score much more and the power of the storytell- 
ing when you're up close and the show is smaller.” 

Despite this, it could be argued that the produc- 
tion might not have been the memorable Tony-win- 
ning masterpiece it became without the freedom 
the large scale provided Ahrens, Stephen Flaherty 
and Terrance McNally. “It was the biggest project

that Stephen and I had ever taken on, and we were 
so thrilled to stare this mountain of a show in the 
face and try to conquer it,” Ahrens says. “Writing for 
that size orchestra and company of actors was very 
freeing, in a way, it was wonderful. There were no 
limits on what kinds of harmonies you could write, 
what kinds of sweeping themes you could conquer 
and cover.” 

What gave the original creators freedom to write 
and experiment, is now creating a fun challenge for 
Pomerantz. Even with a big-for-Bay-Street cast of 
18, Ragtime typically has more than 20 singing/ 
speaking roles, which means the director must 
plan character entrances and exits carefully, which 
in turn affects costumes, set pieces, scene staging 


- more, 


“It’s a challenging show to mount,” Pomerantz 
says. “It’s exciting to figure out how (to adapt it) in 
our house style of taking traditionally very large 
musicals and doing them in a more intimate fash- 
ion. That’s what we're doing here, but this one is an 
interesting challenge because there are multiple 
storylines and many, many characters. Figuring out 
the logistics of that is a very exciting thing, and I 
think it will be exciting for the audience to see how 
we've crafted that and resolved that puzzle.” 

Pomerantz’s cast and crew have been integral to 
solving the challenges of Ragtime, including its im- 
pressively long and complex song sequences, some 
of which feature costume changes and can run as 
long as 12 minutes. The cast includes Kyrie Courter, 
Derrick Davis, Lora Lee Gayer, Zachary Prince, 
Daniel Jenkins, Harrison Bryan, Davon Williams, 
Clyde Voce, Rachel Parker, Taylor Jackson, Cathryn 
Wake, Victoria Huston-Elem, Ryan M. Hunt, Cece- 
lia Ticktin, Will Hantz, Sonnie Betts, Ian Lowe and 
Brianna Kaleen. 

“Every one of our people is both a really good ac- 
tor and a really good singer. ... It’s more rare than 


you think,” he says of the “landmark” cast. “I think 
it's going to be memorable and an experience that 
people will carry with them — both because of this 
extraordinary group of performers and the design- 
ers (our incredible design team) and also because of 
this material, which is such high quality.” 

The Ragtime musical, based on E.L. Doctorow’s 
novel of the same name, expertly juggles the worlds 
of three groups of characters at the turn of the 20th . 
century: a wealthy white couple, a Jewish immi- 


‘grant and his daughter, and an African American 


ragtime musician. 

“I think the show is universal. It talks about the 
human condition — whether you're Black, an im- 
migrant or a white person, we all have the same 
underlying fears and different circumstances that 
we have to conquer. It’s a story of America, of the 
melting pot and of people trying to understand how 
they play a part in that makeup of a country. There’s 
something in it that relates to everyone, so maybe 
that’s the secret of its power,” Ahrens says, adding 
that everyone seems to have a different character 
that they relate to. “My father, when he was alive, 
went to see the show, and I said, ‘Dad, who was your 
favorite character?’ And his was the little boy be- 
cause he identified with the child watching a cen- 
tury emerge.” 

“It’s only become more relevant — the issues that 
it raises, the lens that it puts on the American his- 
tory of race, immigration, women’s rights — across 
the board it’s all stuff that’s really resonant right 
now,” Pomerantz echoes. “The show is an incredible 
combination of powerful and moving, sometimes 
very sad, but also incredible joyous, raucous and 
fun. It’s a really unusual combination of a show to 
have all of those things in such a wide spectrum.”

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Melba Moore Headlines the 2022 
Westhampton Beach Project

esthampton Beach goes into full celebra- 

tion mode this weekend, July 29-30, when 
the fourth annual Westhampton Beach Project 
brings fantastic contemporary dance, live music, 
and amazing local eats to the Great Lawn on Main 
Street. The free weekend of fun will culminate with 
a performance by four-time Grammy nominated 
singer, and Tony-winning actress Melba Moore, 
famous for her 28 albums, including popular turns 
in the original cast recordings for Broadway’s Hair 
and Purlie. 

Moore’s performance will conclude a wonderful 
weekend of events and activities from the West- 
hampton Beach Project, conceptualized by local 
resident, artist and president of the Musical Mime 
Theater, Steven Colucci, who worked closely with 
the great mime Marcel Marceau. Colucci has en- 
joyed nearly 50 years in the arts, and makes it his 
mission to expose younger generations to the art 
forms he’s spent a lifetime studying. 

“Knowledge of arts brings the ultimate free- 
dom,” Colucci says of the weekend and his artistic 
endeavors, adding, “We are pleased to share this 
evening of freedom.” 

Melba Moore comes to Westhampton Beach at a 
particularly momentous time in her already envi- 
able career — she was recently announced to be 
among the 2023 honorees receiving a star on the 
Hollywood Walk of Fame, and on August 26 she 
will accept two presidential honors, the Joseph R. 
Biden Lifetime Achievement Award, and the Presi- 
dential Volunteer Service Award for her work on 


improving urban communities. 

If that wasn’t enough, Moore also released her 
latest album of soulful songs, Imagine, in the 
spring. “It’s like Fourth of July for me,” she says, 
conjuring an image of fireworks bursting overhead 
in honor of her 55-year career in song and stage, 
starting with the musical Hair in 1967 and con- 
tinuing with multiple Broadway hits such as Les 
Misérables, Ain’t Misbehavin’, Chicago, and Purlie, 
among others, as well as her music, film roles and 
even her own eponymous TV sitcom, Melba, that 
ran for six episodes in 1986. 

While Moore has visited the Hamptons “many, 
many times” during her life, she says it’s been 
a number of years since her last stay, so she was 
excited to get Colucci’s invitation asking her to 
return. “I’m very happy that he contacted us,” she 
says. 

For her performance, starting at 8:20 p.m. on the 
Great Lawn Saturday, Moore was quite clear that 
she will be singing very little, if anything, from the 
new album. “Absolutely not, because it’s too new 
for the audience, so I have to do what I hope they 
will enjoy hearing, and that’s primarily my older

songs from my Broadway shows like ‘Aquarius (Let 
the Sunshine In)’ and the songs from Purlie, which 
of course gave me the Tony award with songs like ‘I

Moore says fans can also expect to hear some of 
her dance hits as part of the “diverse combination 
of songs from my body of work” during her show, 
which will be specially tailored for the Westhamp- 
ton Beach crowd on Saturday. “We each have our 
own little corners of culture, and I’ve been blessed 
to go through a variety of communities in terms 
of my music,” she continues, pointing out that the 
Westhampton Beach audience should enjoy songs 
honoring Cole Porter and Ella Fitzgerald, along 
with her Broadway tunes. “I don’t always do the 
stuff from Hair and Purlie, but I think it would be 
appropriate this time.” 

Despite it not being part of her show this week- 
end, Imagine is a testament to Moore’s power as a 
performer who consistently delivers relevant and 
emotionally rich music after all these years in the 
business. “It’s a theme of joy and peace and ro- 
mance, and it seems airy and really beautiful,” she 
says of the record. “The songwriters and produc- 
ers are excellent, so the music is beautiful,” Moore 
adds, noting that her daughter Charli Huggins and 
Charli’s uncle (Moore’s ex-husband’s brother) Bowe 
Huggins were executive producers of Imagine. “It’s 
been such a project of love, and it’s a family project . 
because, though I’m not married to her father any- 
more, I’m friends with everybody,” she says. “It’s 
really quite amazing and wonderful.” 

For Moore, this all comes together as a particu- 
larly magical time in what was already an incred- 
ibly blessed life, and Westhampton Beach is lucky 
to be a part of it.

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Emmy-Winner Oz Pearlman Blows 
Minds at WHBPAC August 21

Fo his second time performing in the Hamp- 
tons, Oz Pearlman returns to the Westhampton 
Beach Performing Arts Center on August 21. The 
Westhampton Beach venue seats around 425 guests, 
which means there will be plenty of seats for every- 
one who wants to be wowed by this excellent mental- 
ist in person. 

Since a young age, Pearlman has been fascinated 
by playing mind games on others. In 2005, Pearlman 
decided to leave his Wall Street job to make his hobby 
a dream come true. It was a hard and difficult road to 
success but that didn’t stop Pearlman from achieving 
his goal. 

“There is no playbook to become a mentalist, you 
have to carve out your own path and figure it out for 
yourself and so, for me, I was very good at it. I really 
enjoy and love it, and I decided to take a leap of faith 
where it wasn’t an overnight success. I didn’t quit my 
job and the next day become a superstar; it took a lot 
of hard work,” he says. 

Pearlman started getting attention from the mass- 
es when he was seen on the show America’s Got Tal- 
ent in 2015, where not only did he blow the minds of 
the judges but everyone around the world who was 
watching. Shortly after, Pearlman was seen on TV 
shows like NBC’S Late Night with Jimmy Fallon and 
others. 

In 2019, Pearlman won an Emmy Award and his 
career has been steadily rising. Looking back Pearl- 
man realizes how much he loves his job, and even 
though there are challenges that he has to face, he 
still believes he made the right decision. 

“Traveling can be difficult. I’ve been on the road 
sometimes three to five days a week, but I think I 
made the right choice. Now I get to do what I love — I 
get to travel the world and get to meet new people 
that are interesting all the time. I get to bring joy. 
When I leave the stage, everyone is usually in a great 
mood. It’s a fun job,” he says. 

The best part of Pearlman’s work is that each show 
is a new and exciting experience. It is Pearlman’s phi- 
losophy to include the audience in his performance 
in order to give them a better experience. Pearlman 
believes that the audience is a key element of what he 
does. “What makes my shows unique is the level of 
audience interaction,” Pearlman says. “If you're re- 
ally watching a magician, a magician could do a card 
trick or saw a woman in half, but a mind reading 
show means you have to have participants, otherwise 
there is no show.” 

Over the last decade, Pearlman has been to more 
than 40 countries, blowing minds with his mind- 
reading tricks. With his act heading to WHB, there 
are many people who bought their tickets and are 
excited to see Pearlman in the Hamptons. 

“Since I’ve watched Oz Pearlman on America’s Got 
Talent, I've always been a fan and finally he’s in the 
states close to home where I could finally meet him.

“On August 4, I’m 
going to be running from Montauk to Manhattan in 
one day,” Pearlman says. 

Many have described Oz Pearlman as the busiest

The Rise of RTD’s and 
Fall of Rosé

Fast forward to the Summer of 2020 
when ready-to-drink cocktails ex- 
ploded. 


or years, the go-to drink sum- 
mer drink in the Hamptons was 
always rosé. Whether you were 
heading to the beach, barbecue, or 
dining out, you could always count 
on there being a bottle of Whisper- 
-ing Angel or Wolffer. That was until 
the dreaded rosé shortage of 2014 


The quality of canned cocktails 
went up significantly with the boom 
of High Noon and Onda Sparkling 
Tequila Seltzers. Highend ingredi- 
ents such as elderflower, butterfly 


that left the Hamptons high and 
; rosé dry. 

Since then, many vignerons start- 
‘ed making their own rosés, and all 
the heavy hitters ramped up their 
production leaving the Hamptons 
swimming in oceans of rosé. Then 
: in 2019 things started to change. 
_ We noticed that more and more 

a Sales reps were out in the field pro- 
moting canned wines and ready-to- 


pea flower, and chilies were now the 
norm in each drink. 


It seemed like everyday sales reps 
were coming in with a new variety 
for us to try. The market was flood- 
ed and reps were getting pressured 
from their companies so much so, 
that they would literally get down 
on their hands and knees and beg us 
to carry their cans. Some sales reps 
would even offer to give us shelving 
for free, just so that we would stock 


drink cocktails (RTD’s). 
ey. their products. 
__ Asa fine wine store, needless to say, 


we were skeptical of these products 
"at first. Most of the canned wines 
we tasted in the past seemed to be 
. tainted in one way or another with 
= metallic taste, and thepre-made 
® drinks all seemed to be packed with 
sugar. We begrudgingly brought in 
a few products, six to be exact, and 
see how they did. 


The summer of 2020 we more than 
doubled our types of RTD’s and end- 
ing up selling more than 10 times as 
many units than we did in 2019. We 
were thrilled with the traction of 
these premade drinks; however, we 
noticed that our rosé wasn’t moving 
as quickly. In fact, rosé sales dropped 
almost 75 from the previous year! 


Now, we’re not saying that rosé will 
go the way of the dinosaurs in the 
Hamptons, but it does seem to be 
becoming less and less desirable. 
If this trend continues, we might 
have to change our name from Six 
Corners Fine Wines & Spirits to Six 
Corners Canned Cocktails and Spir- 
its! Let's hope we never live to see 
that day, though. 


As it turned out, people loved 

them and we could hardly keep the 

shelves stocked. Rosé was still the 

number one seller by far, with over 

15,000 bottles sold just in the month 
_ of June and first half of July.

WwW how integral fashion and big summer 
events are to the identity of the Hamptons, 
it’s strange to think there was ever a time before 
Hamptons Fashion Week, but that was the reality 
when DCG Media Group CEO Dee Rivera decided 
to do something about it.

*m just back from anoth- 

er amazing golf trip to 
Ireland and Northern Ire- 
land. I’ve traveled around 
the Emerald Isle for the past 
20 some years, playing some 
of their top courses, and many of 
their hidden gems. It’s absolutely my 
favorite golf destination, not only for 
the scenic and inspiring courses, wide 
variety of accommodations from cas- 
tles and estates to manors and B&Bs, 
but also for the hospitality of the Irish 
and the wonderful craic (Gaelic for 
enjoyable social activity). 

Because Ireland has one-third of 
the links courses in the world, and 
each is as good or better than the oth- 
er, my recommendation when plan- 
ning a trip to Ireland is to choose a 
region and stay and play the top links 
and parkland courses in that region. 

The Southwest of Ireland has a large 


array of courses where you 
can stay and play. Luxury 
accommodations with golf 
such as Adare Manor, just 
south of Limerick, owned 
by Irish billionaire J.P. Mc- 
Manus will more than im- 
press. Dromoland Castle, just 
north of Shannon Airport, also of- 
fers luxury accommodations, and you 
can play its lovely parkland course. 
I’ve been visiting Doonbeg since 
before it first opened in July of 2002, 
and interviewed course architect 
Greg Norman. At the course’s open- 
ing, Norman and Padraig Harrington 
played an exhibition match to kick 
off the festivities. I adore the links 
layout, the nearby village of Doon- 
beg with their welcoming pubs and 
restaurants, and the scenic coastline. 
Long-time friends Buddy Darby and 
Leonard Long (Buddy’s cousin), built 
the course and resort. In 2014, it be- 
came a Trump property and the name 
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NORTHWEST GOLF CLUB IN COUNTY DONEGAL, IRELAND 


changed to Trump International 
Doonbeg. 

Fota Island Resort Golf in Cork and 
Killarney Golf and Fishing Club are 
worth the visit. I have yet to play Hogs 
Head Golf Course or stay at The Lodge 
in Waterville, County Kerry, but sev- 
eral golf buddies who have been there 
give it high praise. Must-plays in this 
region also include the stunning Old 
Head, which jets out two miles on a 
peninsula into the Atlantic Ocean, 
and spectacular and_ well-known 
Waterville, Tralee, Ballybunion and 
Lahinch. Be sure to include a drive 
to Dingle Golf Club along the Wild 
Atlantic Way, and to Dooks Golf Club, 
one of Ireland’s oldest links courses. 

The West and North West of Ire- 


land have also captured my heart. I’ve 
taped television shows at courses that 
were once called hidden gems, but 
now are much more known to Ameri- 
can golfers: Ballyliffen, Connemara, 
Carne Golf Links, Enniscone, County 
Sligo (also known as Rosses Point) 
and Narin and Portnoo. North West 
Golf Club, which I recently played, is a 
course I could play every day. It is one 
of the nine founding members of the 
Golfing Union of Ireland and its links 
layout along the shores of Lough Swil- 
ly, nestled below the Mouldy Moun- 
tains, is compact and manageable to 
walk. Beautiful Donegal Golf Club sits. 
on a promontory that extends into the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Be sure to play Portsalon and 
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Strandhill while you're in Donegal. 
Rosapenna Golf Resort is a great base 
to stay and play their three courses: 
Old Tom Morris Links, Sandy Hills 
Links and their newest Tom Doak 
design St. Patrick’s Links. Cruit (pro- 
nounced Crutch) Island Golf Club is 
a nine-hole gem about 40 minutes 
north of Narin and Portnoo. The set- 
ting is second to none. Half the fun is 
getting to this jewel on the Donegal 
Coast, as it’s connected to the coast 
by a short and narrow road. It could 
be the most memorable round of golf 
you'll ever play. And I can assure you 
that the local members will be quite 
accommodating. 

Heading up to Donegal from Dub- 
lin, we stayed and played Slieve Rus- 
sell Hotel and Country Club, in Cavan. 
This is a stunning parkland course. 
We happened to play it on one of the 
hottest days on record. 

Northern Ireland offers many 
breath-taking, more well-known links 
. courses, such as Royal Portrush, host 
of the 2019 Open Championship, won 
by Irishman Shane Lowry. Royal Por- 
trush will also host the 2025 Open 
Championship. Royal County Down 
is often ranked No. 1 in the British 
Isles. I recently played Portstewart

and loved every minute of meander- 


ing through the towering dunes, with 
incredible views of the Atlantic. 
Further north is magnificent Bal- 
lyliffin Glashedy. Ballyliffen has two 
outstanding links courses: Gashedy 
Links and Old Links. Both courses 
have hosted numerous Irish Champi- 
onships and have magnificent views. 
Ardglass is a -gem, hugging the 
rugged coastline, and has the oldest 
clubhouse in golf, dating back to 1405! 
I have yet to play Castlerock, Lough 
Erne or Royal Belfast, but they be- 
long on the list of top courses to play 
in Northern Ireland. I recently stayed 
at the luxurious Galgorm Resort and 


Spa. Their Thermal Village has the 
best swimming pool in Ireland, per- 
fect to do laps in and stretch before 
a round of golf at the Galgorm Castle 
Course, which has hosted Northern 
Irish Opens and the ISPS Handa 
World Invitational (2021, 2022). 

Golf around Dublin in the East and 
Southeast of Ireland offers an array 
of links, parkland courses and resort 
properties that will satisfy any golfer’s 
appetite. Golf enthusiasts can savor 
a rich variety of links courses in this 
area including historic Island Golf 
Club, Royal Dublin, Portmarnock Ho- 
tel & Golf Links, County Louth and 
The European Club, built by famous

Irish sportswriter and golf course ar- 
chitect Pat Ruddy. The European Club 
is one of the most challenging courses 
in all of Ireland. Many pros visit there 
to tune up for the Open Champion- 
ship. If you're looking for five-star ac- 
commodations in this area, be sure to 
stay and play at Druid’s Glen Hotel & 
Golf Resort; the K Club, which hosted 
the Ryder Cup in 2006, the first time 
the international event was played 
in Ireland; and Mount Juliet Estate, 
which hosted this year’s Irish Open. 

Oftentimes, the course right down 
the road in Ireland or Northern Ire- 
land, without any fanfare, could 
become your most memorable golf 
experience. That’s because this “land 
of saints and scholars,” as it has been 
nicknamed, enjoys an _ over-abun- 
dance of golf courses and Irish hos- 
pitality that will keep you going back, 
again and again.

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My Mother’s Napkin 
Holders Mean Hampton 
Summertime (and Love)

hey are painted in a range of blues, 

reds and whites, with little black 
dots for the eyes. Some are tall and 
thin while others are shorter, squat- 
ter. They aren’t too heavy, less than an 
orange but more than a clementine. 
And they fit right in the palm of my 
hand as I stare down at one of them, 
perhaps the top of a fin protruding 
slightly over my fingertips. 

I wouldn't have thought that a set 
of fish-shaped napkin holders would 
be the object that most represents my 
mother and our summers together. 
But they are. 

The fish are carved in profile, 
painted on both sides, with holes in 
the middle for the napkins, punc- 
turing their stomachs. Do fish have 
stomachs? These fish live in my mom’s 
home in the Hamptons and have since 
we first set down roots there in the 
1970s amid the potato fields. 

Every family lunch, birthday cel- 
ebration, dinner party or summer 
barbecue, my mother’s table would 
be set ahead of time. Cornflower blue 
or white, the napkins would offset the 
bright, painted, almost tropical de- 
sign of the wooden holders that would 
clang together as she cleared them 
from the table after the meal. 

Just the sight of the napkin holders 
on display meant the meal was going 
to be important. This wasn’t going to 
be just another tuna salad pita sand- 
wich with celery and carrot sticks on 
the side. It would be an occasion. I 
should dress properly. 

When’ I was young, my mother 
would outfit my little brother in me 
in matching prints before the meals, a 
barrette in her mouth as she brushed 
my thick, long, brownish-blonde hair 
into submission to rest just so. Some- 
times she traded it for a rubber band 
and then covered that with a beauti- 
ful ribbon which she pulled out of her 
baggie, her secret stash of ribbons, 
gift detritus that could potentially 
decorate me. 

At fancier dinner parties to which 
my brother and I weren't invited, the 
fish sometimes stayed tucked away 
in the heavy wooden drawer of the 
hutch, painted blue and white plates 
with a couple small seagull sculptures 
scattered about the shelves above 


them. When company came, the nicer 
silverware appeared, perhaps some 
silver napkin rings that would sit 
to the side of the calligraphed place 
cards. Always place cards. 

My mom would often have dishes of 
chocolate scattered around the table 
between the blossoming hydrangea 
arrangements, which she would have 
had delivered earlier that day, wiping 
the bottom of the vases with a plush 
dishtowel before setting them on the 
tablecloth. Sometimes she padded out 
barefoot into the yard and carefully 
clipped flowers from the garden. 

For those events, we were paraded 
out often in matching bathrobes, 
wearing identical red slippers with 
soft black soles. A headband rested 
over my just conditioned and combed 
hair, the green, claw-toothed Tangle 
Tamer having done its work. For those 
events, we were allowed to say hello, 
and then put to bed early, dozing off 
while listening to the sound of grown- 
ups laughing, talking, gossiping with- 
out us. Sometimes I would open the 
door to my small bedroom with the 
white iron bedframe and lavender 
quilt and look down the long hallway 
to see if I could catch a glimpse of 
any of the adults wafting through our 
summer home, -smoke trailing their 
cigarettes or cigars, ice clinking. 

But the fish, those were for us. That 
meant we kids were welcome. Invited 


and expected to behave, sit down, ’ 


napkins on our laps, elbows off the ta- 
ble. We were supposed to compliment 
my mother on the food whether she'd 
made it herself or not, particularly her 
famous cheesecake, a recipe passed 
down from my grandmother. 

Fast forward 40 years. 

I’ve gone from being a young girl to 
a mother of four myself. Some of my 
children are the same age I was when 
I learned what my mom’s entertaining 
really entailed. When we all pile into 
the car and drive to my mom’s house, 


I know the fish will be out, as freshly © 


painted as always, swimming along 
through our seasons. : 

“Let’s play our game,” I tell the kids 
as we drive over. “When you see a 
napkin in a fish napkin holder, you A) 
leave it there the whole time, B) pull it 
out and put it on your lap, or C) grab 
the whole thing and throw it in the 
pool.”

They all laugh and scream, “B! B!” 

Later, at the table, I give the little 
ones a little elbow nudge with a quick 
glance towards the fish as we sit down. 
They smile. 

“Remember these, Zib?” My mom 
always says. 

“Of course!” 

My kids pick the fish up, turn them 
over in their hands, discard them to 
the side of their personalized mugs 
and the white ceramic corn on the cob 
holders my mom has also had ‘since I 
was young. Their napkins disobey and 
slide off their laps, eventually landing 
under the feet of our dogs who pad 
across them, back and forth, hunting 
for scraps or waiting for my youngest 
to feed them hamburger bun. 


“Mimi is pretty strict,” they whisper. 


~ “Shhh!” I say. 

At our home, I am much more le- 
nient. My littlest often runs around 
the table throughout the meal, some- 
times even scootering around us. Var- 
ious kids hide under the table. We all 
get up and down throughout the meal 
which we serve family-style. It is loud 


and chaotic and amazing. We only use . 


cloth napkins when my mother comes

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over. She ordered them for me after 


we had her over for dinner once; they 
arrived the next day via Amazon. We 
have them ready when she arrives. 

We are often a reaction to how we 
were raised. I can't maintain my 
mom’s standards. It’s a battle I haven’t 
picked with my crew. I embrace 
the disorder, kids talking over each 
other, yelling, laughing and calling 
out. Sometimes I put my head in my 
hands at the craziness of it all, but I 
love it that way. During the pandemic, 
I would order in pizza, slap down the 
box in the center of the kitchen table 
without plates, napkins or silverware, 
and just say, “Dive in.” 

My mother is in her mid-70s and 
I’m in my mid-4os. I’m all too aware 
that life is short and that our days are 
numbered. It isn’t my mom’s beauti- 
ful abstract paintings, fancy silver, 
designer duds or intricate jewelry I'll 
want. — 

It’s the fish.

hinnecock artists have been giving 
Jthe world creative energy for cen- 
turies. The old ones created beautiful 
pieces from gifts of the Earth. Wam- 
pum carvings from quahog shells, 
paintings on buckskin from dye made 
of berries, and baskets woven from 
birch and other flora. In the 1950s, 
David Martine Bunn was famed for his 
ability to carve beautiful, lifelike duck 
decoys. 

Today, some of our artists include 
citizen Courtney Leonard’s celebrated 
expression through clay, citizen Justin 
Weaver has traveled the globe photo- 
graphing life and adventure for the likes 
of Men’s Journal magazine, Adidas, 
Toyota, and Victory Journal to name a 
few. Citizen Gordell Wright’s wampum 
work is shown across the country from 
Arizona to Philadelphia, Oklahoma and 
Indianapolis. Shinnecock descendant 
and world-renowned photographer 
Camille Seaman as been on the cover 
of more than five National Geographic 
magazines and is a TED Senior Fellow. 

Jeremy Dennis is yet another Shin- 
necock artist making a huge impact 
in the art world. Raised on the Shin- 


necock Territory, he is a contemporary 
fine art photographer. Jeremy holds 
an MFA from Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity and a BA in Studio Art from 
Stony Brook University. In 2016 
he embarked on a powerful 
journey to identify and uplift 
culturally specific Native 
sites along Long Island. On 
this Site utilizes an interac- 
tive online map and photog- 
raphy to reclaim Indigenous 
sacred and significant sites on the 
Island. 

In June of 2020, during the middle 
of the coronavirus pandemic, Jeremy 
set out on yet another journey, to turn 
his grandmother’s old home into an 
art gallery and studio. Loretta Silva 
(Ma) was born in 1919 and had always 
dreamed of her house, which was built 
in the 1960s, becoming a museum. 
With the help of many Shinnecock citi- 
zens, outside artists and friends such 
as Pink Floyd’s own Roger Waters, Ma’s 
House has been transformed from a 
once loving and nurturing home to a 
safe place for artists to explore their 
crafts and exhibit their works. 

After many shows and exhibitions 
were canceled due to the COVID-19 


virus, Jeremy was inspired to create 


a space where artists from minority 


communities could come and express 
themselves in a place built specifically 
for them. Even in a field as cre- 
ative as art, many artists are 
met by gatekeepers, or in- 
dustry folk who aim to con- 


of expression. Some agents 
and curators use their per- 
ceived power to lift up artists 
that are in line with only their be- 
lief systems, resulting in many artists 
left with out a place to work, express, 
grow and be celebrated. 
Ma’s House is a wonderful haven for 


-artists to be free. To be authentic and 


honest with not only themselves but 
to the public, the viewers of said art. 
Inspired by movements and activism 
working towards social justice in the 
areas of bigotry, systemic racism, and 
police brutality, Jeremy hopes that 
Ma’s House will evoke creative energy, 
healing, and be liberating. 

Since December of 2021, Ma’s House 
has included 10 amazing artists from 
around the country in its residency 
program, as well as several exhibi- 
tions. The gallery and studio have

6¢ y children disrespect me.” 
“He cheats on me.” “She 

drinks too much.” “She refuses to 
have sex.” “He abuses me.” 

These are typical complaints that 
I hear from my patients on a regular 
basis. It’s certainly disappointing, 
frustrating and at times frightening to 
be in a dysfunctional and unhappy re- 
lationship. However, an all-important 
underlying question that we all need 
to be willing to answer honestly is: 
Why am I allowing my partner, chil- 
dren, colleagues, friends or business 
associates to disrespect and hurt me? 
And more importantly, what if any- 
thing am I prepared to DO about it? 

No relationship is perfect. There are 
always going to be issues, large and 
small, that need to be acknowledged, 
addressed and resolved. And no one 
likes confrontation. But if we are not 
able and willing to let the people in 
our lives know when they have over- 
stepped their boundaries and that we 
will not tolerate their disrespectful or 
abusive behavior, we cannot expect 
their behavior to change. And why 
would it, when there are no conse- 
quences? And believe it or not, there 
are people who may not even be aware 
of (or even care) how their behavior is 
hurting you.

KEEP THE DYSFUNCTION 


GOING? 

In every relationship people dance 
a dance. At times we are in step with 
each other and at other times it’s the 
missteps that seem to define our re- 
lationships. What do we do when we 
discover that the dance is no longer 
fun and in fact has become unbear- 
able or even dangerous? We do have 
choices, although it may seem that 
we don’t. We can do nothing. We can 
complain. We can withdraw. We can 
threaten to leave. We can accept the 
role of doormat. We can hope and 
dream that things will get better on 
there own. Or we can make a decision 
that we no longer will enable or accept 
the status quo and and begin to make 
preparations to exit the toxicity. 

An enabler is someone who for a 
variety of reasons feels powerless 
and has learned and is willing to ac- 
cept destructive and self destructive 
behavior. Some of these explanations 
include: fear of abandonment and fi- 
nancial ruin, fear of being alone, poor 


self-esteem, a family his- 
tory where these types 
of behaviors were nor- 
malized and accepted 
or a-conscious or uncon- 
scious false belief that 
he/she is to blame and is — 
therefore deserving of mal- 
treatment. 

Although some or all of these fears 
and beliefs may be real, the enabler 
plays a very important role in keeping 
the dysfunctional dynamic going. And 
yes, it does take a lot of courage to be 
able to say ‘enough is enough’ and 
be willing to walk away from a toxic 
situation. Yet many people remain in 
untenable situations. because of their 
own fears and unresolved problems. 
The reality however, is that sooner or 
later, these toxic relationships have 
the potential to destroy us emotion- 
ally, psychologically and even physi- 
cally. 

I recently received this letter from 
a woman from Westhampton. She 
writes: 


Dear Beatty, 

I am a 27-year-old professional 
woman who has been in a relation- 
ship with John for the past two years. 
He has cheated on me and at times 
our relationship has become violent. 


He has had legal problems 
because of his drug issues, 
but still refuses to get 
help. You probably think 
I am crazy, but I really 
love him. We have bro- 
ken up many times, but 
always end up getting back 
together. I recently found out 
that I am pregnant and really dont 
know what to do. I need some advice. 
Amanda G., Westhampton 


Dear Amanda, 

I am truly sorry for your situation. 
My question to you is this: Why do you 
think that you have stayed in such an 
abusive and dysfunctional relation- 
ship with someone who has hurt you 


over and over again? Although John 


clearly has his own problems, I think 
it’s important for you to first figure out 
why you have agreed to and enabled 
this destructive, self-destructive and 
self-sabotaging relationship to go on 
for two years? That’s the real ques- 
tion. Did you happen to come from an 


abusive family where you may have 


learned that-abuse was a ‘normal’ part 
of a relationship? Where did you learn 
that your needs for love and security 
are not important? You say that you 
love him. However, is sounds like 
there is little if anything loving about 
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your relationship. Love is not abuse. 
Love is about respect, commitment, 
consideration, sharing, caring, pa- 
tience, empathy, trust and a willing- 
ness to work out problems. 

Since youre about to become par- 
ents, it would be the perfect time to get 
some much needed professional help- 
both individually and as a couple. And 
if he refuses to go, you need to go by 
yourself. Do you really want to bring 
an innocent child into the toxicity that 
you describe. Please let me know if 
I can help you learn about what real 
love is and how to learn to take better 
care of Amanda. 

If not now, when?

From the College Dorm Trenches: What to Bring, Leave at Home

ie the uninitiated, outfitting a college dorm room 
can be a dizzying experience. Doing it at a time of 
high inflation can make it even more daunting. 

The first step: Meticulously go over what the school 
allows and provides. If you want a microwave and mini- 
fridge, are the energy-saving combo models required? 
Do you need foam pool noodles to avoid hitting your 
head under an upper bunk, and if so, might the school 
provide them? How thick can a mattress topper be? 

“You can see the look of terror on parents’ faces,” 
said Marianne Szymanski, an independent product re- 
searcher who has sent two kids to college. “You know, 
did I get the right mattress pad? It’s crazy.” 

Etsy’s trend expert, Dayna Isom Johnson, said self- 
expression is top of mind for dorm-bound kids in such 
things as faux headboards and unique dresser knobs. 

“Two of my favorite dorm trends right now are mood- 
boosting hues that incorporate bright and energetic 
colors like neon tones, and heritage styles, a nostalgic 
trend that embodies the traditional collegiate look 
with items like plaid linens, wood-toned furniture and 
monograms,” she said. 

There’s no end to help out there, from parents swap- 
ping tips in social media groups to seasoned college 
students offering hacks on TikTok. 

Some suggestions: 

LIGHTING & CHARGING 

Dorm rooms have notoriously bad light, and notori- 
ously few electrical outlets in convenient spots. Many 
schools don’t allow extension cords. For power strips, 
which are almost always permitted, consider going 
vertical with a tower that offers surge protection, USB 
ports and outlets that can accommodate a range of dif- 
ferently shaped plugs. 

It may be time to get a three-way charger. Storage 
carts, headboards and stands with charging capability 
are plentiful. Use double-sided tape or hook-and-loop 
strips to fasten a power strip to the frame of an elevated 
bed for easy access. 

For students so inclined, putting on makeup can be 
a problem that a lighted makeup mirror can solve. A 
desk or clip-on lamp is a must for studying. Consider a 
shared floor lamp. Neon signs are also popular as deco- 
rative lighting. 

BEDDING & LAUNDRY 

Think extra-long twin sheets, mattress protector and 
thick, cozy mattress pad, but. do know some schools 
don’t allow certain types of gel toppers, Szymanski said. 
As for all those throw pillows, where do they go when 
it’s time to sleep? Usually on the perhaps-not-so-clean 
floor, so maybe buy fewer. Better yet, take along a body 
pillow. Buying two or three sets of sheets does mean us- 
ing up some already limited storage, but students not 
terribly laundry-responsible won't go into crisis when 
the dirties pile up. And if beds are elevated for storage, 
get curtains to cover the clutter. 

What type of laundry hamper to get is a hot topic, 
and depends on how far from the room the washers and 
dryers live. There are rolling hampers, compact mesh 
hampers and all manner of bags. For trekking up and 
down stairs, huge laundry backpacks (some with pad-

ded shoulder straps) are perfect. - 

A hack: Invest in a clothing steamer or wrinkle re- 
lease fabric spray rather than an iron. 

SHELVING & HOOKS 

Extending storage with shelving is a dorm-size jig- 
saw puzzle. Is there room for over-the-bed shelving? 
Does the school permit hutches on top of desks, or pro- 
vide them? 

Pro tip: Not a great idea to swap sturdy shelving for 
an over-the-toilet bathroom version that might not be 
able to handle something heavy, like a microwave. Also, 
ifa bed will be elevated but not all the way up, a tall bed- 
side stand with extra shelves or drawers might be use- 
ful. Ask the school: Can shelving or stands of any kind 
be placed in front of windows? And remember those 
locker shelves from high school? Use them to extend 
space in a nightstand or desk. 

Those Command stick-on hooks? Bring oh so many, 
along with the removable poster strips made not to 
damage walls. Also pick up a couple of over-the-door 
hangers for bags, coats, robes and hoodies. 

CLOSETS & OTHER STORAGE 

For the closet, consider sturdy vertical hanger. ex- 
tenders and hanging shoe and clothing storage. Yes, 


such storage takes up space and adds weight. Can an 


extra rod be installed? 

Storage cubes can triple as seating and step stool, as 
opposed to a decorative pouf that is simply pretty and 
comfy. Under-bed or in-closet storage drawers are es- 
sential, along with extra baskets, or at least a bowl for 
random, easily lost smaller items. Medium plastic bas- 
kets for scarves, socks and the like can be used on the 
top closet shelf. 

CLEANING & COOLING 

Vacuum cleaners are often available, but pee 


usually heavy and must be lugged back and forth, 


Szymanski has a hack for that. Not your run-of-the- 
mill portable vacuum but an ultra-mini handheld and 
battery-operated version called the Ayla. It’s tube-like 
and just 11 inches tall. 

Some students recommend a duster with cling pow- 
er, along with a dehumidifier or air purifier. Portable 
fans.are tiny but mighty. Woozoo, a cult favorite, makes 
oscillating and remote-controlled versions. ; 

Another Szymanski hack: A roll of Rakot75 towels 
for cleaning. They’re 100% bamboo, come in a 75-count 
roll, and each sheet can be reused up to six months. Just 
rinse and reuse. 
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Don't forget small trash cans for the bathroom and 
sleeping area, after coordinating with roommates, of 
course, on this and other shared items. 

DECOR & STYLE 
~ Style is everything for some dorm dwellers. 

“People really take pride and they really strive for a 
sophisticated, grown-up space,” said Adar Kirkham, a 
DIY designer and star of the new digital series “Free- 
styled” on be com. “It’s now considered cool to deco- 
rate your room.” 

The pros are mixed on whether removable, peel- 
and-stick wallpaper is a good idea. Some schools may 


~ not allow it and it might not adhere to textured walls. 


Kirkham suggests using it to decorate desk drawers or 
other storage units. 

Some kids bring along decorative mirrors to hang, 
rather than the usual all-body vertical kind, or they 
hang strings of twinkle lights. 

The site dormify.com is full of design inspiration and 
products. This year’s freshmen are more confident than 
last year’s about personalizing their dorm room, said 
Amanda Zuckerman, Dormify’s co-founder and CEO. 

“More saturation and color is really popular, so 
bringing in bright pink, bright orange, bright green and 
turquoise,” she said. — 

According to Pinterest, searches are up for hippy and 
preppy dorm styles. “People are increasingly searching 
for things like funky mirror ideas, which have tripled 
since last year. Indoor plant styling is also on the rise. 
Searching for preppy dorm room has increased 80%. 
Pink and blue are some really strong colors for that 
preppy aesthetic,” said Pinterest’s data insights lead 
Swasti Sarna. 

BATHROOM & MISCELLANEOUS 

Consider getting some scented Steripod toothbrush 
protectors. Dorms are dusty. Bathrooms get gross. 
Toothbrushes might have to be toted around. It should 
be changed every three months. 

Bathrooms are often shared, and stuff gets mixed up. 
An organizer is essential. Pro tip from the trenches: Use 
an over-the-door organizer for bathroom stuff. Dormi- 
fy sells one with a small face mirror built in. 

Kirkham suggests a rolling bathroom caddy with just 
the essentials for quick trips in and out. 

Minifridge tip: If allowed leeway on what kind to use, 
pick one with a separate freezer compartment. It might 
just guard against freezing food below. Some kids forgo 
the freezer completely to get more fridge space. 

Kirkham, whose show premiered July 24, suggests 
a minifridge stand that elevates the unit and includes 
additional storage. “Everything in a dorm room has to 
have multiple functions,” she said. 

A small, portable, battery-operated blender could 
be useful. It doesn’t take up a lot of space and it helps

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Health on the Frontlines: 
Back to School Health Checklist —

Ihe back to school health checklist 

is very important for our kids to 
keep up with their mental and physi- 
cal health. 

Start with the annual physical to 
make sure your child is up to date 
with their immunizations. 

Then take your children for an eye 
exam with a_ board-certified oph- 
thalmologist to check for myopia, 
hyperopia or astigmatism, which are 
inherited eye shapes that require vi- 
sual correction with eye glasses or 
contacts. In the last 31 years, I have 
seen countless kids getting MRIs and 
brain scans for severe headaches and 
learning issues when all they needed 
was a pair of glasses. 

If your child takes medications, 
contact the school prior to the start 
date to make arrangements with the 
school nurse for midday medicine ad- 


ministration. 

Summer can disrupt the sleep rou- 
tines, so start a regimental sleep and 
wake routine two weeks before school 
starts and take away electronics be- 
fore sleep. Sleep hygiene is critical for 


school performance and mental and 
physical health. Ten hours of sleep for 
kids 12 and under and nine hours. for 
teenagers is a good rule of thumb for 
sleep hygiene. 

Avoid heavy backpacks that weigh 


more than 15% of body weight and 
use both straps to distribute weight to 
avoid back strain and pulled muscles. 
Emphasize the importance of fre- 
quent hand washing and avoid touching 
the face and eyes during cold season. 
Send your kids to school with 
healthy snacks and avoid sugary 
drinks and high fructose corn syrup. 
Create a loving and positive envi- 
ronment, and do not fight or yell and 
scream in front of kids. This type of 
behavior is fuel for anxiety, uncer- 
tainty or depression. If your kids are 
in a divorced situation, avoid parental 
alienation or speaking ill of the other 
parent because it will come back to 


- haunt you when they become adults. 


Do not pass around poison because 
it can spill on you and your children. 


Keep a calm environment before 


school starts. Hug your kids everyday 


‘and tell them you love them. 


Think positive and test negative.

It's Time to Wake Up to the Truth About Sleep Aids

f your summer nights go from 

popping Champagne to popping a 
sleeping pill, you are not alone. The 
pandemic has created an unprec- 
edented amount of sleep deprivation 
and people are at a loss as to how to 
solve their sleep problems. As a sleep 
expert and founder of Solve Our Sleep, 
I am often asked about the efficacy 
and safety of sleep aids. Sleep aids can 
be obtained by prescription, over the 
counter or as a natural supplement. 

Prescription sleep aids (such as Am- 
bien) are FDA-approved and work by 
creating a sedative effect. They can 
be habit-forming and less effective 
over time, cause impairments in func- 
tioning the next day, and can cause a 
return of sleep problems once being 
discontinued. Therefore, the goal is to 
use them short term and wean off as 
quickly as possible. 

Over-the-counter sleep aids include 
antihistamines (which were originally 
used to treat allergies, but are also 
being used by people to treat sleep 
problems due to their ability to cause 


drowsiness) and melatonin, which 
helps the body to regulate its sleep/ 
wake cycle. Over time, the body can 
build up a tolerance for these sleep 
aids, there can be side effects at higher 
dosages, they have not been found to 
significantly improve sleep, and they 
are not meant for long-term use. 
Natural supplements are sleep aids 
such as magnesium, gamma-amino- 
butyric acid (GABA), valerian root, 
CBD, lavender and chamomile. They 
work by promoting relaxation, which 


can be helpful in inducing sleep. How- 
ever, the research on their efficacy is 
not backed by large scientific studies 
and is limited to mostly self-report. 
Furthermore, these supplements are 
not FDA-approved, and therefore, 
they are not checked for safety and 
quality. 

Before taking any of these sleep 
aids, it is important to talk with your 
doctor about any drug interaction ef- 
fects, correct dosage, potential side 
effects and a plan for weaning off pre-

scription sleep aids. Overall, short- 
term use of all sleep aids can be safe as 
long as you are guided by your doctor. 

The good news is that there is a safe 
and effective non-medical treatment 
for sleep problems, CBT-I (cognitive 
behavioral therapy for insomnia). CBT- 
I is a short-term treatment and has no 
side effects or health consequences. 
Treatment entails changing negative 
thoughts (sleep anxieties) and behav- 
iors (unhealthy sleep hygiene, routines, 
habits and schedules) that are not con- 
ducive to healthy sleep. CBT-I is recog- 
nized as the gold standard of insomnia 
treatment and is recommended as the 
first line of defense to treat behavioral 
sleep problems. 

So go pop some Champagne, but 
think twice about popping that sleep- 
ing pill. You now know you have other 
options to lead you on your journey to 
great sleep. Wishing everyone a safe, 
healthy and well-rested summer.

je Roeeeoy must consider a 
variety of factors when putting 
their homes on the market. One of the 
more important things to remember 
is the benefits of making a strong first 
impression on prospective buyers. 
That’s why many homeowners rely on 
staging when selling their homes. 

Staging requires more than just 
clearing out clutter or baking a batch 
of cookies to create a welcoming 
aroma. Staging helps potential buy- 
ers visualize the potential of a home 
and see themselves owning and living 
in the property. While homeowners 
can effectively stage their own homes, 
sometimes it is well worth the invest- 
ment to call in a professional designer 
or stager. 

Stagers often work their magic on 
vacant properties or those that have 
been sitting on the market awhile. A 
stager conducts careful research into 
the market of a particular area and 
learns about the neighborhood before 
deciding how to appeal to likely buyers. 


For example, when staging a coastal 
home, a stager may go with nautical 
themes and create the impression of 
a relaxing and laid-back property for 
entertaining by the beach.

The goal is to help buyers see 
themselves in the home, and that can 
be difficult if existing residents’ per- 
sonal effects are everywhere. 


Staging helps homeowners create 
dream spaces. Coffeemakers, back- 
packs hanging on the wall and dishes 
in the drainboard may be part of daily 
living, but they can make it hard for 
buyers to see a home’s potential. Store 
such items before holding an open 
house. 


Whenever possible, take down 
or open window treatments to dis- 
play architectural moldings and 
let in as much natural light as 
possible. 


Use neutral taupe and gray paint to 
keep homes prime for buyers. Home- 
owners who have more eclectic or col- 
orful tastes can put their items in stor- 
age and rent neutral furnishings until 
the home sells. Staging can improve 


the chances that a house sells quickly. 
Staging helps potential buyers see 
themselves in the space without dis- 
tractions from ‘the previous owners’ 
decorating or belongings.

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Dr. Samuel Waxman: 
Curing Cancer, The Next 50 Years

je has been unprecedented prog- 
ress in the war on cancer since 
it was launched 50 years ago. Today, 
much more is known about what causes 
cancer, effective prevention methods, 
and new screening tools such as mam- 
mograms and colonoscopies to detect 
potentially deadly cancers earlier, and 
at more treatable stages. In the war on 
cancer, there are few more notable cru- 
saders than Dr. Samuel Waxman, MD, 
especially among the residents of the 
East End. 

Dr. Waxman is a notable oncologist 
and science investigator. In 1976, Dr. 
Waxman, the founder of the Samuel 
Waxman Cancer Research Founda- 
tion (SWCRF), has a mission to fund 
research that corrects abnormal gene 
functions that cause cancer. Dr. Wax- 
man and the SWCRF’s key goal is to 
develop less toxic treatments for cancer 
and since its founding, SWCRF has in- 
vested more than $100 million in col- 
laborative research. 

Fifty years ago, there were only 16 
cancer drugs approved by the Food and 
Drug Administration. Now, there are 
more than 640. According to a recent 
study published in Nature, there is now 
a database of 2,500 drug combinations 
available to treat cancer. Every day, new 
treatment options are developed, in- 
cluding immunotherapies and targeted 
therapies that are proving to be effec- 
tive and less toxic than chemotherapy 
and radiation. Many of these are fueled 
by the investments of research founda- 
tions, like Dr. Waxman’s. 

“I believe that science works better 
with collaboration,” said Dr. Waxman. 
“This is why SWCRF focuses on con- 
necting multiple labs and investigators 
together, folks who might not typically 
work together, to speed up the rate of 
discovering new treatments and cures.” 

Research led by Dr. Waxman, in 
collaboration with researchers at the 
Shanghai Institute of Hematology in 
the 1980s, discovered how to make 
leukemia cells differentiate and func- 
tion normally. This discovery dawned 
a breakthrough treatment for acute 
promyelocytic leukemia (APL), a type 
of cancer that impacts the bone marrow

and blood cells, causing them to develop 
and function abnormally. This ground- 
breaking treatment improved the APL'’s 
survival rate to 95%, from what was 
once a tragic, 80% fatality rate. 

This, however, is not the only break- 
through that has been spearheaded by 
Dr. Waxman and the SWCRF. Research 
funded by Dr. Waxman also spawned 
an FDA approved medication that is 
shown to reduce lung cancer tumors by 
nearly 50%. The medicine, which tar- 
gets the KRAS proteins to treat tumors, 
is the foundation for new studies to 
determine its effectiveness in color and 
pancreatic cancers as well. 

Dr. Waxman’s foundation has sev- 
eral scientists clinical trials in progress, 
developing possible therapies for liver, 
ovarian, breast, and childhood cancers. 

“Unfortunately, more needs to be 
done,” said Dr. Waxman. “To assure 
long-term cancer control, reduce risk of 
re-occurrence, or even possibly a cure, 
research needs to focus on how best to 
personalize treatment at the earliest 
possible stage.” 


Advancements in preventing and 
treating cancer are improving the qual- 
ity of life for patients and driving down 
cancer mortality. According to the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion, deaths from cancer have dropped 
27 percent from 2001 to 2020. 

Aging is the leading risk factor for de- 
veloping cancer. More than 90 percent 
of cancer diagnoses occur in people 
aged 50 and older, with peak diagnoses 
among those aged 65-74. The incidents 
of cancer are rising all over the world, 
however, research focused on the link 
between aging and cancer is grossly 
underfunded. Dr. Waxman, his foun- 
dation, along with various industry ex- 
perts believe this link is understudied 
and contributing to lesser quality treat- 
ment for older patients. _ 

Dr. Waxman’s unrivaled efforts prove 
his commitment to addressing this. In 
2018, his foundation launched a two- 
year partnership with the National Can- 
cer Institute and the National Council 
on Aging to fund 14 pairs of investiga- 
tors to study aging and cancer, an effort

that has now been extended through 
2024. SWCRF later co-launched the 
International Center for Aging and 
Cancer in Hainan, China. Through a 
partnership with Wiley Publishing, Ag- 
ing AND Cancer is a new peer-reviewed 
journal created to showcase research 
dedicated to this important issue. 

Now, SWCRF is working on a $1 mil- 
lion collaboration with the Tisch Can- - 
cer Institute at Mount Sinai, focusing 
on this same topic around the world in 
the interest of saving lives. 

On the East End, Dr. Waxman and 
his foundation are well-known among 
the giving and philanthropic residents 
here. There are many benefits that the 
Hamptons are proud to host, includ- 
ing the recent Hamptons Happening, 
which was held this year on July 9 on 
the Bridgehampton estate of Maria and 
Ken Fishel. The generosity of those on 
the east end has ensured resources and 
contributed significant funding for Dr. 
Waxman’s cancer research programs. 

“I am immensely grateful for all the 
support we have received year after year 
out at our Hamptons events. In fact, 
the Hamptons Happening event has 
raised more than $6 million for cancer 
research programs,” said Dr. Waxman. 

This year, on August 17, Dr. Waxman 
and his foundation will be hosting a 
newer event: Kids Cancel Cancer. To be 
hosted at The Clubhouse in East Hamp- 
ton, the event will be organized by 
teenagers, for their peers and children 
who may be battling cancer. Adults are 
welcome too. . 

“It is very inspiring to witness these 
kids taking time out of their summer 
vacation to help raise funds for pediat- 
ric cancer research.,” said Dr. Waxman. 
“Their goal is to raise a lofty $100,000, 


_ enough to help support a team of two 


scientists for up to two years.” 

Dr. Waxman and his wife Marion 
Waxman, who is also very involved in 
the foundation’s efforts, have a home in 
New York City and East Hampton.
